nearly ail the time ure magnified by the 
telescope until their effect is to destroy 
that sharpness of vision which is needed 
in astronomical observations. 
There are 
two ways of getting rid —to some extent, 
at least—of this annoyance. 
One way is 
to plant your telescope in some part of 
the world where an equable climate gives 
unusual steadiness to the atmosphere. 
Another way is to climb up into a high 
mountain and set your telescope above 
the deuser and more troublesome layers 
of air, 
When talking of tlie powers of 
telescopes people naturally think first of 
the moon. 
It is the nearest of the lieav 
enly bodies, and in some respects the 
most interesting.

During her visit to the Mausoleum y ester­ 
day morning Queen Victoria placed a wreath 
on the tomb of Emperor William. 
At 3
